Greek mathematicians contend-

Modern mathematicians, using 


calculus which was unknown to

robot horse and man and these 
would register the exact moment 
each finished I lie nice.

Ace Quick then pointed out that 


three results were possible: Ei- 
ther the robot horse or robot man 
could win, or (here might be a 
tie. lie expected the majority of 
mathematicians (o bet on the dead 
heat, but much to his surprise, 
they bet that the man would win. 
They were upholding the classical 
mathematics of the Greeks.
